A CONVERTED TOTAL ABSTAINER. 
At a meeting held at Lichfield, under the 
auspices of the Church of England Temperance 
Soctety, Dr. H. M. Morgan, the principal medical , 
oner in the city, caused considerable 
astonishment among his hearers, who regarded | 
him as a total abstainer, by explaining why he 
had changed his views and joined the ranks of the 
moderate drinkers. For six or seven years he 
was, partly forexample and partly for experiment, 
a total abstainer, but he found his health became 
unsatisfactory in certain respects.
